The Apprentice and Trainee Collection is an administrative collection governed by 
the Australian Vocational Education and Training Management Information Statistical Standard: The 
Standard for New Apprenticeships — Release 6.0 (AVETMISS Release 6.0), which is available at 
NCVER’s website: http:/ /www.ncver.edu.au . References to the applicable field definitions 
within AVETMISS Release 6.0 which further define the data collected are provided in the 
‘Source’ section.

Refers to a mathematical model used in time series data to 
smooth out fluctuations attributable to seasonal influences. 

For this publication, data are adjusted using X-1 1 -ARIMA 
methodology and then are 7-point Flenderson smoothed.
